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DEATH RIDES AT ELBOW 
OF MOTORISTS IN ALBERTA 


The grim spectre of death has been 
riding all too often at the elbow of 
‘travelers in‘ motor vehicles on the 
highways of this province. The spectre 
‘must be banished. 

Safety must be achieved. é 
(With that goal in mind it is enqour- 

aging to consider that every highway 
accident hag its explanation in a set 
of facts, 

The highway to safetly will be found 
through constant and searching ex- 
amination of those facts for thé pur- 
pose of first isolating what are found 
to be the prepondering accident-cause 
factors, and sécond, of applying ef- 
fective remedies, 

The cumulative value of specific 
adoident experiences must be collect- 
ed and made better use of, proper con- 
clusions must be drawn and remedial 
measures must pe taken. Down to the 
present time, one serious highway 
accident follows another with alarm- 
ing regularity and there has been a 
\ noticeable absence of wise and. ef- 
{ fective action tto remove or at least 

abate the cause, 

An outstanding illustration of this 
odcurred at Oliver icrossing on. the 
} gravel highway a mile or two south 
of Edmonton, which justily earned: 
the sobriquet of ‘Death Corner.” For 
a matter off years, car after car met 
; disaster at that corner at the rate of 
several a week, resulting in damage 
to vehicles and injury to occupants. 
Not until an unfortunate woman 
met death at this spot under circum- 
stances which gave great publicity 
to tthe faicts twas the necessary aiction 
taken in a minor way to so alter the 
corner as to provide the travelling 
public. wilth a modicum of protection 
egainst circumstances which were ob- 

P viously outwitting drivers. 
\ The amazing thing is that the dan- 
perous {factor in the situation at that 
f point was allowed to continue f or 
“years in spite of strenuous efforts to 
impregs the minister of public works 
with the need. of action being taken. 

Then again consider the accident 
which resulted in the death of J. J. 
Wilson and Alex Yeats on a bridge 
on the Sunshine Trail not far from 
High River in March. That happen- 
7 ed the day after William Gray met 
his death under similar circumstances 
at the same spot. If the first tragedy 
had to itake place, certainly the sec- 
ond ‘should have been made imipos- 
sible. 

These facts speak loudly for them- 
selves. They proclaim the great need 
of a wertain definite policy ‘thecoming 
established so far at least as main 
highways are concerned. Every driver 
of a motor vehicle is aware of ‘the 
varying element of danger as he makes 
his way along main highways, espec- 
jally as at present constructed, He 
easily senses spots which under cer- 
tain circumstances, if not always, in- 
vite accidents. 

Perhaps in some places there has 
been faulty engineering in the orig- 
inal construction, looking at it from 
the point of view of protection to the 
public but which might not make 
themselves felt until after the road 
had been constructed and_ vehicles 
driven over it. 

Surely the conclusion reached at 
this point will be appreciated by 
everyone who appreciates what 
what safety on the highway means 
namely, any spot on a main high- 
‘way which found to contain 
even a slight element of danger 
to a stranger driving it for ithe 
first time, should he altered, if at 
all prattowble and without delay. 
No serious accident should tbe allow- 

ed to take place on qa main highway 
without lthe location jbecoming an ob- 
leot of immediate study to determine 
whether some feature of the highway 
“self at Ithat point played its part in 
| making the accident possible. 
| Safety for the public on the high- 
way must dominate all thoughts, pol- 
| icles and actions to a much greater 
| extent than has so far been the case 
{ 
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What is required is a very complete 
check-up over the whole system from 
the point of ‘view of safety first for 
the travelling public and subsequent 
elimination from the main highways of 
) many questionable gpots in which lurk 
death and tragedy, as they may at 
present have been lett. 

Much can doubtless be done to ed- 
ucate and regulate drivers of motor 
i vehicles, but i will always remain 
| the case that safety on the highway 

begins with government regulations 
{ und the way road engineers do their 
i job. If they have not incorporated 
1 safety in their bandiwork ae defined 
j by the laws of physics and pald eulf- 
ficient regard to the characteristics 
of the traffic which will travel the 
highways, effonits to eliminate the 
major hazards of the road will be 
fatally delayed. ~—Calgary Herald

From a :humble railway worker in 
1883, Mr. Webster rose to the highest 
position the city could offer, that of 
chief maigistrate, and went on to be- 
come a member of the Alberta legtis- 
lature and House leader of the Liberal 
party.

There are s0 many platitudes that 
can tbe written upon the passing of a 
prominent citizen that the pen seems 
to -waver when it goes in search of 
what oughit to be said in sorrow for 
the death of a. friend. And George 
Webster was friend and servant at 
ali times of the people of ‘Calgary and 
of Calgary and of Alberta. His works 
as alderman and later ps mayor in 
the early part of the last decade still 
lives and will dontinue to live as (per- 
petual monuments to the service he 
gave. 

iNor did his work end when, in 1926 
he stepped down from the mayoral 
chair, for he continued his putblic ser- 
vice as.a memiber of the legislature of 
Alberta, That in this capacity ‘he 
earned the confidence of the people he 
represented ig sufficiently evidenced

‘His severest critic could not suspect 
George ‘Webster of hiaving entered 
public life in hope of reward or not- 
oriety dor he was one of the sim'plest 
of men. Love of people, and especial- 
ly of the people among whom he had 
chosen to live was more of an obses- 
sion to him tthan his own fate and it 
was for them ‘he Hived and worked. 

Therefore by his death we are all 
bereaved and we shail stand at his 
grave, even those of us who missed 
the privelege of knowing him in life, 
feeling that it is our friend who has 
passed across into that undiscovered 
country from whose ‘borne no. travel- 
ler returns.

On Saturday evening last a ‘wind 
storm of icyclonic proportions passed 
over the Lacombe District, coming 
from ithe northwest.

From reports from outside 
the storm was general through Al- 
berta, Saskatchewan and (Manitoba. 
At the Experimental Station the wind 
velocity was registered at 50 miles an 
hour for a short period. 
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DIPPING VAT ACTIVE 

ay een 
The dipping vat installed at the 
Stockyards ‘by the Central Alberta 
Cattle Feeders is working full time 
these days. Several ‘thousand head 
have been put through during the 
past week or two, and many feeders 
are availing themselves of this op- 
portunity. 4000 head a day can be 
handled. The dipping is under tthe 
supervision of ®am Henderson. The 
plant is right up-to-date. A large well 
has been built and filled ‘with dip, 
which is Kept at a temperature of 
110 degrees during the process, The 
animals are run onto an elevator and 
‘owered into the well, which is 60 
deep they thave to ewim, and while 
down they have their heads shoved 
under, eo that there is no possibility 
of any part of them not beeing dipped 
properly. The elevator is then run to 
the top and the animals turned into 
the yards, where they soon dry off. 
Mr. Henderson gays that dipping the 
animals before being put into the 
feed lots ‘will mean much better re- 
turns to lthe feeders, and anyone who 
(intends feeding a bunch through the 
winter should avail themselves of this 
chanice to have their animals treed 

from lice at @ reasonable cost.

They 
still shudder at the memory of its 
horror but they are eager now to hon- 
or those men who, rifle-and-bayonet 
in hand, were ready ‘to walk straight 
into the enemy's lines, some of them 
knowing that that way lay certain 
death.

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ARMISTICE DAY 
——x— 

Fifteen days ago Saturday the last 
gun crashed on the Western Front, 
Machine guns ceased to rattle thelr 
brutal messages, rifles to send their 
swift messengers of 
from trench to trench. 
brave men who had faced one anoth- 
cr for five years laid aside their arms 
and waited while their political mass 
ters made up their minds what # 
to ‘take next. An uncanny poace tell 
upon the tighting front while men 
fooked round upon the dead who had 
fallen even as the eleventh hour struck. 

It was our moment of triumph, the 
enemy's hour of humilation. After 
filkeen crowded years it is a Httle hara 
to recall what our sensations were at 
that fateful moment. News had been 
reaching the troops for several days 
that insurrection had broken out be- 
hind his lines and we rpwere. sorry 
about fit. In five years we had jearn- 
ed to respect him as a brave, an hon- 
orable and a sporting foeman worthy 
of our steel. Sometimes some of the 
players on his team let-his side down 
by not playing quite according to the 
ethics, but so did som» of ours. ‘We 
were sorry for him fbecause while.we 
were sure we coukd have beaten him 
in fair play he was beaten instead by 
traitors on his own side. It was an 
inglorious end to what had been a 
good game, 

Tt was only an armistice, of ‘course, 
and armistices in history had not al- 
ways meant an end to fighting. But in 
view of the impossiblo situaition on the 
enemy's side we were quite confident 
that the ‘war was over—not only tthis 
war, but all war. Humanity, we 
thought would never be so mad as to 
go to war again. Poor fools! We 
were not to forsee that fifteon years 
after our race was to be hanging 
more perilous over tthe crater than ever 
before. ; 

Tt is that danger we will do well 
to reflect upon tomorrow. As we 
stand ‘before that grim pedestal in 
Memorial ‘Park ‘with its simple  api- 
taph, “Thiose Who Died,” let us ask, 
“For what 9” 

But the effects of a major opera- 
tion performed wpon a five thousand 
year old civilization may not be judg- 
ed hastily. After a mere decade and a 
half we must not say that we have 
failed to bring order out of chaos, de- 
motracy out of tyranny.‘ Let us still 
have faith that reason will triumph 
over passion. —The Alberttan 
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CENTRAL BANK ASSURED 

OTTAWA, Nov. l2—~With the two 
Canadian banker-members dissenting, 
the majority of the Royal Commission 
of five appointed ‘to investigate Can- 
ada's banking and currency system, 
recommends that a cenitral bank for 
Canada be ‘forthwith established.” 

Since al] parties in the House of 
Commons are apparently committed to 
the setting up of such an institution, 
it is likely Ithis will be one of parlia- 
ment’s first actions when it assembles 
in January. Nothing in the report 
would indicate that the central bank 
would have any direct power ‘to ren- 
der credits more accessible to agri- 
culture, but a special chapter deals 
with this problem. 

The commission suggests a Domin- 
jion-provincial investigation to devise 
some onganization for the extension 
of intermediate and short term agri- 
cultural credit, 

Several recommendations for minor 
changes in general fhanking practice 
are made fbut in the main the com- 
mission found little fault with the ex- 
isting system, except in the lack of 
a central bank, 

The proposal is the establishment of 
a centnal bank gstrudture of which tthe 
governor, deputy governor and direct- 
ors would, in the first instance, ‘be 
appointed by the Government-in- 
Council, and thereafter by the share- 
hoders with the approval of the Gov- 
ernor-in-council, 

It would have a capital of §5,000,- 
000 open ito subscription ‘by all British 
subjects resident in Canada, and all 
excess profits would revert to the gov- 
ernment,

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Initiative » 


Initiative, or the lack of it, the development or the denial of it, appear 


to be quite common subjects of discussion in these days of the Great Depres- 
sion. On the one hand, people are heard to say that adoption of the pro- 
gramme of the Socialists would result in the destruct‘on of individual initia- 
tive, while, on the other hand, exponents of Socialism ask what initiative 
is left to people these days, and what initiative has an unemployed man sub- 
sisting on Government relief? 

Both are wrong. Socialism could not destroy individual initiative evep 
if it would, because initiative is an attribute of the human individual. and tt 
can be, has been, and always will be developed under any conceivable kind 
of government, or system, or set of circumstarices. Initiative is God-given 
and cannot be destroyed, although its expession in definite action may be 
hindered, even for a time prevented. 

Nor is it éorrect to say that present day conditions are destructive of 
initiative, and that there is no’ room for its exercise by many people at this 
time, Rather, the reverse is true, Necessity is said to be the mother of in- 
vention, and invention is only_possible where initiative is first displayed. The 
necessities of the present are, therefore, an urge to greater rather than less 
initiative. ; 

Not only so, but evidence is not lacking, rather it is available on every 
hand, demonstrating the fact that greater initiative is being manifested by 
thousands of hard pressed individuals than they ever thought of exercising 
in the days of prosperity. 

After all, what is initiative? A simple dictionary definition says it is 
an introductory act or step; the first active procedure in any enterprise; 
power of taking the lead or of originating. That is, a baby shows initiative 
when it begins to creep, and more initiative when it takes its first toddling 
steps, and from that time onward through life. It cannot be destroyed. 

But it can be encouraged, or discouraged; its development can be assist- 
ed or retarded, Parents and teachers have a very great responsibility in this 
respect. Employers, too, have an obligation in much the same way towards 
their employees, and if they are far-seeing they will realize that it is to their 
Own advantage, as well as promoting the advancement of the employee, to 
encourage and assist their workers to display initiative in the tasks allotted 
to them. While it may be true, as sometimes charged, that Capitalism oper- 
ates in some ways to lessen initiative, it is also true that in quite as many 
other ways Capitalism has promoted initiative. ‘ 

Governments, too, under whatever system may be in vogue in a coun- 
try, may develop the initiative, not only of individual ,<itizens, but of a whole 
people and country. Too much parentalism in a home is a deadly influence 
upon the development of the initiative of a child, weakening its self-reliance, 
and sapping its courage. In like manner, too much parentalism in government 
operates as a deadly influence upon the citizenship of a country, weakening 
the self-reliance of the people, and sapping their courage to meet the inevit- 
able obstacles and difficulties which sooner or later in life must be met and, 
if success is to be achieved, overcome. ; . 

Parents should not be expected to do everything for their children; 
teachers should not do things for their pupils but train them to do every- 
thing they can for themselves, only so is character and ability developed; 
employers should not look upon their workers as mere cogs in a machine, but 
as thinking, intelligent human beings with personalities and abilities and | 
thinking powers of their own to develop and use for the common good of all; 
Governments are the creation of people in the mass to do for them what they, 
as individuals, cannot alone do for themselves, but Governments were never 
intended to perform ‘those services which the individual can and ought to do 
for himself and herself. 

Referring back to our Aictionary definition of jnitiative,—thaf it is the 
power of taking thé “lead or of originating,—the truth must be impessed 
upon us that, in the final analysis, it is the individual that must originate. In 
any great enterprise, or undertaking, in any large corporation, it is some one 
individual who first originated the idea to the development of which the 
organized forces of all are finally directed. Governments are only groups of 
individuals, and their policies have their birth in the minds of individuals, and 
their acts of administration are but the carryng into effect of a policy 
resulting from the initiative of some individual in the first instance, the wis- 
dom and value of which is ultimately recognized by all. 

A man or woman lacking in initiative never gets very far. If they. are 
content to let others do their reading, study and thinking for them, then they 
will never become educated. If they are willing to lean upon others, and rely 
upon the judgment of others for decisions that may have to be made, then 
they will always be dependents, and never independent. If they refuse to 
exert themselves, to express themselves, they will go through life bereft of 
the influence they might and ought to have exercised upon their times and 
fellowmen. 

Initiative is a power, let it be repeated, that all possess. But like all 
powers it must be used, exercised, brought fiito play. Only so is it of any 
value, and only so can it be developéd, and made to be the rich thing in the 
life of the individual it ought to be, and only so can the rewards it is de- 
signed to bring to its possessor be won. It is a great gift, an imperishable 
gift, which should be highly prized, never surrendered, nor allowed to fall 
into disuse.

Ambassador Debuchi, for five years 
Japan’s envoy to the United States, 
has been summoned to Japan and 
does not. expect to return to Wash- 
ington. No disclosure has been made 
of who will succeed him nor was any 
official explanation made of the rea- 
sons behind the summons. 

Speculation arose immediately over 
whether the decision of President 
Roosevelt to negotiate with Soviet 
Russia for a restoration of diplomatic 
relations had influenced the sudden 
action of the Tokyo government. 

For nearly two years there have 
been frequent reports from Japan 
that Debuchi was too conciliatory in 
his attitude toward the United States 
to suit the army group within the 
Japanese government.

Discussing these advances 
fn rail engineering, the October Re- 
view of Reviews says that one of the 
new. type trains will be siding along 
its steel road before the year is out. 

Speed alone has not been the end 
of the quest in railroad science... The 
old problem of moving multitudes 
longer distances for less money is 
still the pressing problem of the na- 
tion’s rail lines. New aluminum alloy 
trains pulled by a 600-horse-power en- 
gine in the bullet-head locomotive 
may make the difference between pro- 
fit and loss in passenger service.

How big is the universe? Anywhere 
from 76 quintillion miles to more 
than one septillion miles across.

The estimates of 76 
quintillion (76 plus 18 ciphers) is that 
of Dr. Willem De Sitter, noted Dutch 
astronomer, while the figure of one 
septillion (114 plus 22 ciphers) is 
credited to Dr. Edwin Hubble, astro- 
nomer of Mount Wilson Observatory, 
California.

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Weaver's Shuttle May 
Soon Become Obsolete 
Machine Which Dispenses With It 
Has Been Invented 
The weaver’s shuttle is one of 
man’s devices, and now it seems like- 
ly to become obsolete. For thirty 
years experts have been trying to 
invent a weaving machine which 
could dispense with it, and at last 
woollen materials made on a shuttle- 
less loom are on the market. Silk and 
cotton will undoubtedly follow, A 
shuttle travels from side to side right 
across and through the warp, carry- 
ing the weft yarn with it. The new 
method is for light rods of aluminium 
alloy to take its place. Each rod is 
fitted at the end with a gripper wh.ch 
carries the weft half way across the 
warp, and transfers it to the gripper 
of a rod which has come halfway 
across from the other side. This sec- 
ond rod draws the thread across and 
the process is complete. Much elab- 
orate mechanism is dispensed with, 
cost is reduced, and a greater variety 
of patterns is possible by the new 
method. Seven colors can be used in 
the weft of a shutterless machihe in- 
stead of the present maximum of 
four, and where one man is fully oc- 
cupied in the present woollen weaving 
system with one loom, he will in fu- 
ture be able to work from three to 
six. 


Irrigating From Air 


Experiments With Russian Invention 
Have Proved Success 

Irrigation of the land from the air 
is said to be possible by a new appar- 
atus invented by the Russian Hydro- 
Technical Institute and the Lenin 
Academy of Agriculture, It consists 
of those which is carried in gas-filled 
balloons. The hose is attached to two 
tractors, the water being pumped into 
it from an irrigation canal and 
sent through sprays to fall on the 
earth like rain.

Thirty years ago the Hud- 
son Bay Co, closed up operations on 
the island leaving there some cattle, | 
larrely good tvpe Shorthorns. 

Herefords went to the island in 
charge of a settler named Cesare; and 
were allowed to range. When in turn 
Cesare pulled stakes and quitted the | 
island he left some of his Herefords 
there. 

A settler named Bakes subsequent- 
ly took some Aberdeen Angus cattle 
to Graham Island and when he tn turn 
left some of his blacks stayed behind. 
A settler now living near Lac La 
Hache took in Jerseys, and later still 
one Mexican Tom took a carload of 
cattle to the island. 

Now there are around a’ thousand 
head of wild cattle on Graham Island, 
wh'ch resemble the buffalo. Thev are 
as fleet as deer and have developed, 
according to T. G. Stewart, Dominicn 
live stock fieldman for B.C., long 
legs, heavy shoulders and lithe bodies. 


Keeping In The Forefront 


Maintaining The Quality And Purity 
Of Seed Wheat In Canada 


In order to keep informed as to the 
extent to which various varieties of 
wheat enter into the export trade of 
Canada, the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture each year grows samples 
btained from cargoes leaving both 
the Pacific and the Atlantic coasts. 
During the past two years upwards 
of 8,000 samples of wheat, taken from 
as many farmers’ wagons arriving 
at country elevators throughout Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta, were divided 
among the Branch Farms in those 
provinces, where they were grown in 
small plots and their varietal com- 
position determined, In this way the 
suitability of different varieties for 
different districts is ascertaned and 
the quality and purity as seed noted. 
In addition, the Dominion Cereal Divi- 
sion devotes much care not only in 
the production of new varieties of ce- 
real grains on its own account but 
also in the thorough testing of such 
forms of new varieties produced in 
other countries which conceivably 
might prove of value in some part or 
parts of Canada, 


Cardinal Duties Of A Sentry 


Must Never Let Go Of His Rifle Or 
Leave His Post 


An automobile crashed into the 
crowd watching the changing of the 
guard at Buckingham Palace, killing 
four people and injuring a number of 
others. Among those who were knock- 
ed down was a sentry, one of His 
Majesty’s Guards, and it is reported 
that he picked himself up and resum- 
ed his rigid position. 

It might be thought by many peo- 
ple that the soldier should have given 
a@ hand in the rescue and first-aid 
work. Had hé done so he would have 
committed grave faults as a sentry 
and been liable to sharp punishment. 
A sentry must never let go of his 
rifle. He must never leave his post. 
These are the cardinal duties of a sen- 
try. No matter what happens, unless 
it is in the course of his immediate 
military duties, he must ignore it and 
carry on.—St. Thomas Times-Journal.

Believed to be Britain’s oldest bar- 
onet Sir Benjamin Parnell Bromhead, 
refused to be congratulated on his. 

“I don’t like 
to be reminded of birthdays,” he said. 
“They make me feel too old.” 

Sir Benjamin is a veteran of the 
Punjab. He lost both arms in the 
Sikkim expedition of 1889, when he 
was mentioned in despatches. 

One son followed him into the 
Indian army and a grandson is also 
with the army. Sir Benjamin's 


three daughters all married sol- 
diers, the eldest being the wife of Sir 
William Birdwood, former command- 
er-in-chief in India. 


and severe frost kills the last surviv- 
ors, The eggs are very well protect- 
ed against premature hatching. In- 
deed it has been found that a period 
of 30 days with the temperature con- 
tinuously above 80 degrees Fahren- 
heit in the soil would be required to 
cause hatching in the fall. The eggs 
are also able to survive extreme cold 
and, as long as they remain undis- 
turbed in their natural position in the 
upper layer of soil, our severe win- 
ters have no effect upon them, When 
the soil again warms up, hatching 
occurs more easily but usually does 
not begin in the Prairie Provinces un- 
til at least the middle of May, be- 
coming common the latter part of 
that month and. early in June. Al- 
though often spread over a consider- 
able period, the hatching of these 
eggs is usually complete by the latter 
part of June. The young hoppers de- 
velop rather rapidly, beginning about 
the middle or latter part of July. The 
adult grasshoppers may then move to 
other localities of fields, in which 
they continue their feeding until 
ready for depositing eggs. 

There are a good many other spe- 
cies of grasshoppers, which are of lit- 
We if any economic importance here, 
which vary rather widely in their 
habits. For example, some of those 
other forms hatch from the eggs dur- 
ing September and pass the winter in 
a part-grown condition, Other species 
winter as well-grown nymphs and 
still others in the adult stages. All of 
these types become conspicuous as 
soon as the snow melts in the spring 
but should not be confused with the 
economic forms. 

It» has been found that grasshop- 
pers tend to increase when the spring 
is warm and fairly dry, and the sum- 
mer and fall exceptionally hot. Under 
these conditions, especially if they are 
very pronounced, much more than the 
normal number of eggs may be laid 
and a large proportion of the young 
hoppers will survive to maturity. If, 
however, such seasons occur in suc- 
cession, then an outbreak develops. 
The extent of area affected and the 
intensity of the infestation depends 
upon just how favourable the weather 
conditions are for the grasshopper 
and how widespread these conditions 
occur. 

Ordinarily, the outbreaks reach a 
peak of intensity and distribution, and 
then the numbers decline. The de- 
crease, in turn, is primarily due to 
adverse weather, such as cool and 
very wet weather immediately after 
hatching, or cold, Wet and cloudy con- 
ditions during the egg-laying season. 
under such conditions, much fewer 
than the normal number of eggs are 
laid and most of the young hoppers 
perish without reaching maturity. The 
decrease may be very rapid if the ad- 
verse conditions are intense and of 
long duration, and especially when 
aided by disease as well as the usual 
parasites and predators. 

The most significant thing to re- 
member is that the decrease in grass- 
hopper numbers occurs almost in- 
variably during the summer, prevent- 
ing another outbreak; rather than in 
the early spring. A long period of 
records shows that rarely does an

Ninety-Year-Old Sudbury Resident 
Still Looking For Thrills 


Soldier, sailor, adventurer, Reuben 
James Newman has just celebrated 
his 90th birthday at Sudbury, Ont., and 
is looking for something exciting to 
happen. Into those 90 years. Newman 
has crowded more excitement than 
happens to most of us, but the end of 
the trail hasn’t yet been reached by 
“Jimmy.” 

He sat and chatted of the olden 
days, the golden days when he was 
young. Briefly, his career can be sum- 
med up: he fought pirates when he 
was 16 years.old; he fought Indians 
under General Custer; he fought 
Boers; he joined the French Legion; 
he sailed the seven seas and was ship- 
wrecked often. 

Now he is a-poet, painter and musi- 
cian. He sits at home and muses: “I 
suppose I’ve been in more wars than 
any other man breathing,” he smiled 
through his beard. He sailed on a 
clipper when clippers were the ac- 
knowledged queens of the seas, 

Born in Sutrey, England, in 1842, 
he left home at 14 and joined the 
navy. They were all sailing ships 
then. He went to the Red Sea to 
chase pirates and slave ships. He was 
wounded in an.encounter with Mus- 
cate pirates and invalided home. He 
was 16 then. He was shipwrecked 
three times. He served under General 
Custer when he went to fight Sitting 
Bull and his Blackfoot Indians. He 
was stabbed by an Indian knife and 
saved his life as the knife was de- 
scending again by grabbing it with 
his bare hand. The fingers of his right 
hand are practically useless because 
the tendons were cut. He joined the 
Foreign Legion, escaped from prison 
camp and got out to Barcelona where 
the Carlist war was in progess. He 
went to the Boer War and was inva- 
lided home again with wounds. He 
became a pilot and deep sea diver. 

Then he moved to Canada, 28 years 
ago. . 

“The finest things in life are music, 
art, love and poetry,” he said.
